Dear General Doolittle: 

I am establishing a Board of Consultants on the Central intelligence 
Agency for the purpose of providing me periodically with independent 
evaluations of the work of that organisation. This Board will consist of 
seven or eight outstanding citisens in whose high qualifications and discre- 
tion I have the fullest confidence. I would like to hawe you serve as one 
of the members of this Board. 


It is my desire that this Board should meet not less often than once 
every six months to analyse thoroughly the work of the CIA. These sessions 
might involve meetings over a period of several days, during which time you 
would acquaint yourself with the development of tike organisation, f am particu- 
larly anxious to obtain your views as to the general progress the Agency is 
making, the quality of its training and personnel, its security, progress in 
research, the effectiveness of its projects and of the handling of it# funds 
and the general competence of the Agency in carrying out its assigned task. 


It is my sincere conviction that prompt and accurate intelligence is 
essential to the policy making branches of the Government in the field of 
national security and foreign relations. By serving on the Board you can 
make a real contribution to the task of Government, 


It is my hope that you and the others whom 1 am inviting to serve will 
be able to meet with me and Mr. Allen W. Dulles, Director of Central Intel- 
ligence, in the near future, to determine the scope of your review of the 
work in the foreign intelligence field and to draw up terms of reference to 
permit you effectively to carry out your assigned task. At that time I shall 
also wish to consider with you and the other members of the Board the advisa- 
bility of extending your study to the foreign intelligence work of other 
branches of the Government,

Dear Mr. Dulles: 

In the Hoover Commission Report submitted to Congraii on 21 
June 19 §5 relating to Dae intelligence activities of the Government, there 
is a recommendation that 1 appoint a 'committee of experienced private 
citizens who shall have the responsibility to examine and report on the 
work ©f the Government's foreign intelligence activities. 1 have noted 
your concurrence. 


In accordance with this recommendation 1 am constituting a Board 
of Consultants to review periodically the work of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and to report their findings to me. A copy of the letter which 1 
am sending to the prospective members of the Board is enclosed, la 
connection with the terms of reference of this Beard, mentioned in this 
letter, I shall consider extending the scope of the Board's work to our 
other foreign intelligence activities as apparently contemplated in the 
Hoover Commission recommendation and to the efficacy of present 
measure to coordinate cur intelligence work. 


The work of this Board together with the regular reviews conducted 
by the appropriate Committees of the Congress will hslp to provide a 
method for assuring the Congress, the public, and the Executive that this 
highly important and sensitive work is being efficiently conducted. 

I know that you will afford the Board of Consultants the fullest 
cooperation la its work,
